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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Acknowledgment is made in the receipt of the amendment filed December 8, 2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3-5, 13-16 and 23-30 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to anticipate or render obvious a damping device comprising a hollow body comprises at 
least one section of a spiral-shaped stay of an internal thread and the plunger comprises at least 

one section of a spiral-shaped stay of an external thread, wherein an intermediary piece separated > 
from the plunger and having a face resting against a separate face of the plunger, is arranged to 
be slidably or rotatably guided in the hollow body directly adjacent to an inner surface of the 
hollow body between the compression spring and plunger; or wherein the intermediary piece is 
constituted by a stud separate from the plunger, the stud having a reduced diameter portion non- 
rotatably retained by an end of the compression spring and an increased diameter portion resting 
against the plunger.
